(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 6,1 1 ,31 ,32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Madan et al (6,258,408). 

Madan et al discloses the claimed process wherein coatings can be continuously 
produced (column 5, lines 35-53) but does not explicitly disclose a diamond layer 
on silicon. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to produce a 
diamond coating on silicon as this combination is well know in the coating art to 
provide better quality diamond coatings. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6,1 1 ,31 ,32 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
